Most 
of the farmers seen around here lately are two or three times re- 
moved from the hoe—farm politicians and agitators, who, like many 
labor leaders, discovered early in life that it is easi¢r to lead than 


to labor. 

ENCOURAGEMENT Stories have been going around that the 
farm demonstration was organized by the 

AAA to offset the bad publicity which the farm program has been 

receiving in spots. If you will investigate disinterestedly, you will 

find the facts are thése: 

The AAA did not diréctly organize the move, but certain offi- 
cials in the AAA unofficially encouraged it, and helped to make it 
a success. Officially, they arranged for the hall, but the farmers 
themselves took up a collection to pay for it. They lent clerical 
help from the AAA free. Also the programs appear to have been 
printed by the government, but that is not entirely clear yet. 

Some AAA officials were consulted by the leaders of the move- 
ment in advance. Most of these officials apparently wrote letters 
approving the idea, but at least one did not. He advised against 
it because he did not believe it would turn out as well as it did 


from an administration standpoint. 
ORGANIZATION It has already been published that C. H. Day, 
a Texas corn-hog and cotton beneficiary, 
originated the idea, but the revealing details of how the movement 
was organized have not beén set forth. It was built mainly upon 
the county control committee in each county and the township 
committees in most townships. These committees are made up 
of farmers for purposes of the AAA program. County agents usually 
are secretaries of the control committee. The AAA may quibble 
with you if you say the county agents are paid by the government, 
but it is fair to say part of their remuneration comes from the fed- 
eral government. 

In one typical instance, an AAA extension editor wrote to a 
farm leader in his home district suggesting a meeting of farmers be 
called for that district. When the meeting was held, the idea of a 
march to Washington then was broached. It took well. <A contri- 
bution was taken up to pay the expense of a delegate. 

Some delegates paid their own way because they could afford 
it. The regular farm lobbying organizations (like the American 
Farm Bureau Federation) had nothing to do with it in any way. 

The AAA crowd is propagandizing its program 
PROMOTERS more effectively how, regardless of the farm 
march. For instance, a Kansas farmer came in to see Adminis- 
trator Chester Davis a few weeks ago. 

He told Davis exactly what the program had accomplished for 
him personally.

Party leaders do not attempt to 
hide the fear the Springfield confer- 
ence may bring a bitter dehate on the 
AAA—with Kansans dividing. 

The spotlight has been turned on 
| the AAA by three recent events. One 
was the “dirt farmer” trek to Wasb- 
ington to show the president and con- 
gress, their leaders explained, that 
middle-western farmers want the ad- 
justment program. 

Another was the significent declara- 
tion of John D. M. Hamilton, Kansas 
republican national committeeman. 
who soon will become assistant to Na- 
tional Chairman Henry PLP. Fletcher, 
that “New Deal” republicans are not 
wanted at the Springfield conference. 

The committeeman’s action started 
a fight. Many farmers in western 
Kansas, hard hit by drouth and dust, 
interpreted Hamilton's words as an 
indirect attack on the AAA—which 
put approximately $15,000,000 into 
their pockets last year and probably 
| will do the same this year. 

The third event that attracted wide 
attention was the speech of Repre- 
sentative Clifford Hope, republican of 
Kansas, at Washington this week de- 
fending the adjustment program and 
attacking those who tteuld make it a 
partisan issue.

The paper on which you will read 
these words was once part of a for- 
est. Trees were cut down, and passed 
through a paper mill. The paper was 
taken to the newspaper plant in great 
rolls. The printing was done, and 
now you have it before you! 

Spruce, fir, hemlock, jack pine and 
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gester.” Pulp of this kind has longer 


| fibers, 


The chips are thin, and usually are 
less than an inch long. They are 
cooked in sulphurous acid for several 
hours. 

Forty tous of wood, after being 
cooked in the digester, will produce 
about 20 tons of pulp. The rest of 
the wood (chiefly lignin but partly 
sugar) is lost in the process. After 
cooking, the pulp is bleached. 

In making newsprint paper, 
part of pulp from the digester is 
mixed with three parts of ground 
wood, as a rule, After the pulp is 
formed into thick sheets or “laps,” 


‘it is placed in a tank of water and 


beaten. The beating is done with bars 
on a turning wheel. and tends to 
make the fibers in the pulp cling to- 
gether. 

The pulp is then passed throngh a 
paper machine. It flows out on & 


sereen, and part of the water is taken 
out, Later. it passes between rollers, 
| some of them heated, until at last it

yellow pine trees are among those 
taken to paper mills. They are cut 


into small logs, usually from two to.

A newsprint machine may turn ont 
paper 25 feet wide at the rate of 1,200 
feet per minnte, The huge rolls are 
later cut down to rolls of the size 
needed for newspaper presses.
